Applicants' agent has become aware of a pending application filed on June 7, 
1995, in the name of Dr. Gary Michelson, serial no. 08/480,908. This application 
discloses a threaded frusto-conical fusion implant. The application does not disclose 
a fusion device having substantially flat opposite side walls, as defined in the claims 
1-11 of the present application. It is further believed that the Michelson application 
does not disclose the materials defined in the dependent claims of this pending 
application.
